p. 628. It is there described as civca 1530, which date we consider 
to be too late, as in both form and decoration it is of the pure 
Gothic of the late 15th Century. Except for the fact that the 
band bears no inscription, the mazer resembles greatly two 
examples in the British Museum, one attributed to circa 1470 
and another (Franks Collection) to 1490. Furthermore, some 
circumstantial evidence of the print suggests a date not later 
than 1500: in particular the sollerets worn by Guy of Warwick 
are pointed, a feature not met with at a period later than this. 
That the figure represents Guy of Warwick, and not S. George, 
is clear owing to the absence of the halo. No other example 
bearing a similar print appears to be known. 

Guy of Warwick, hero of romance, reputed son of Siward 
of Wallingford, when a page of Roalt, Earl of Warwick, fell in 
love with his daughter Felice and won her after fighting against 
the Saracens and slaying the Northumbrian Dragon. He 
journeyed as a palmer to the Holy Land and on his return 
killed in single combat the Danish giant Colbrand. This story, 
current in Winchester in the 14th Century, was accepted as 
authentic by the chroniclers and was versified by Lydgate, 
circa 1450. At Warwick the Beauchamp Earls assumed descent 
from Guy, Earl Richard erecting a Chantry for the repose of his 
soul.

** The discovery of this cup, the only one of its type known to 
exist, adds another specimen to the very short list of examples of 
old English gold plate which have survived to this day. Mr. E. 
Alfred Jones in his work “ Old English Gold Plate ”’, published 
in 1907, mentions forty-six examples of such plate then known, 
and during the last thirty years very few further specimens have 
come to light. 


The cup bears the following inscription: ‘‘ Presented by the 
British Officers serving at Goa, to Joshua Uhthoff, Esqr. In testi- 
mony of their respect for his character, and of their grateful sense 
of his kind, hospitable, and friendly conduct towards them, while he 
resided as British Envoy at Goa, 1800’.

Goa, the capital of the Portuguese possessions in India, which 
in the 16th Century was a wealthy city with over 200,000 
inhabitants, was ruinous and almost depopulated two hundred 
years later. It was still Portuguese, but was temporarily occupied 
by troops of the British E.I.C. During the Mahratta campaigns 
of Sir Arthur Wellesley, 1797-1803, Uhthoff was the British 
Resident there, and several letters to him from Sir Arthur are 
published in the first two volumes of the Supplementary Des- 
patches of the Duke of Wellington, 1858. | The Commander-in- 
Chief asks him several times to send arrack for the soldiers to 
Soopah, about thirty miles from Goa; but he also writes on 
important political matters, and thanks Uhthoff for valuable 
information. That he had a high opinion of the Resident appears 
from a letter of May 19th, 1800, to Sir William Clarke, who was 
in command of the troops at Goa :— 


“ T regret much that Mr. Uhthoff should resign his appoint- 
ment at Goa at the present moment, as I expected to derive 
from his exertions there, and from his experience and his 
opinions regarding the neighbouring Mahratta chiefs, the 
greatest assistance.” 


It is evident from this magnificent gold cup that the officers 
at Goa had as high an opinion of the Resident as their Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and it is perhaps not uncharitable to suppose 
that Uhthoff supplied them at Goa with wine as liberally as he 
furnished the common soldiers at Soopah with arrack.
